The proposed amendment filed July 14, 2003 will be entered, and the status of claims in 
this application will be as follows: 

(1) Claims 10, 11, 17-19, 22 and 32 will remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefmite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which Applicant regards as the invention. The term "said internal cavity" (claim 17, last 
line; claim 32, line 17) lacks direct antecedent basis in the claim, and is hence somewhat 
indefmite. Applicant is advised that an amendment changing "internal" to "interior" in the above 
noted locations would overcome this rejection. 

(2) Claims 3, 6, 7, 24-28 and 30 will be allowed. 

(3) Claim 8 will be objected to, under 37 CFR 1.75, as being a substantial duplicate of 
allowed claim 6.
